DESTRUCTIVE SPIRITS 


When you step into the pulpit you may take on the 
stature of a king—but if you proved self-willed and 
stubborn at some previous time it will sound like so 
much clanging brass, howsoever great the sermon. 
Rich sermons do not justify cheap spirits. You may 
be stubborn, you may have your way and get just what 
you want—if it is not the respect of your fellow man 
that you want. 

You may pout and sulk when something is not 
in exact accord with YOUR desires. You don’t have 
to speak; you may even stay home on several service 
nights; you can let the people know that “I don’t 
like it!’ But please do NOT expect your friends to 
forget your attitude as soon as you are ready to be 
friendly again. Don’t expect them to forget one sul- 
len, undertone frown just because you are smiling 
benignly again. Your mood may never be mentioned, 
but it is not disregarded. 

It may be your honest opinion that you are just a 
little better than your brother—but remember that 
it is YOUR opinion, not his.

presence. You may cow him into submission to YOUR 
desires—but remember that every big man must have 
the continued favor of the little man.

Phillips, Overseer of the Churches he Wi nter I la ven 

of God in Florida, drove into a 


city of 25,000 population. There was 
no Church of God in this city— 
Winter Haven, Florida. Brother 
Phillips was coming to a pre- 
announced service to be held in a 
local club building secured for this 
very service. After speaking in this 
service, he gave the opportunity 
for those who desired to be charter 
members of the Winter Haven 
Church of God to present them- 
selves. Five came forward. He then 
officially set in order the Winter 
Haven Church of God. 

Early in February Rev. Wayne 
Taylor, who had been evangelizing 
in Florida for two years and who 
had in November, 1955, conducted 
a revival in Winter Haven, was ap- 
pointed pastor of this new church. 
He arrived in Winter Haven on 
February 23, 1957, to assume the 
pastorate of this church. On Sun-

to worship except the homes of our 
members. Others began immediate- 
ly to transfer to this new church. 
Soon we had 26 members to wor- 
ship and work for God and His 
cause. 

We secured a state tent so that 
we could have room for the public 
to attend our services. The homes 
where we were worshipping could 
not, of course, accommodate many 
more than we were now having, 
but a city ordinance here prohibits 
tents being erected. To find a suit-

able place to erect the tent, we 
would have had to go so far from 
the city that this seemed impracti- 
cal. The Lord helped us, though, 
and we were able to secure the 
woman’s club building at a very 
reasonable rate. This building, lo- 
cated right in town, was adequate 
both for our worship services and 
our Sunday School. There was 
plenty of room for our Sunday 
School classes. The only disad- 
vantage was that we could have the 
building only on Sundays. Thus we 
still had to take our midweek serv- 
ices élsewhere or not have them 
at all. This we did not feel we 
could afford to do, especially since 
young people made up a good part 
of our Sunday School and other 
services as well. We felt that we 
had to have Y.P.E., so we had our 
Sunday services in this rented 
building and our midweek services 
at the homes of our members. Nat- 
urally during this time we were 
hardly able to do much advertising 
except by word of mouth. The lady 
who was president of the woman’s 
club was very considerate and twice 
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bui ding will seat 200.

extended to us the privilege of 
renting the building beyond the 
time that it had been promised to 
us. This was another evidence to 
us that God was working the ar- 
rangements out for His children! 

During this time we were looking 
for property upon which to build 
our church. We were looking for 
property that we could afford to 
buy, and that would meet the 
needs, both now and for the future, 
of this already growing church. 
Needless to say, property of this 
kind was very limited. As we look 
back, however, we doubt that we 
could have done better if there-had 
been many more locations from 
which to choose. We found a piece 
of property that seemed to be 
exactly what we needed. The prop- 
erty was large enough—214 feet 
frontage by 163 depth. The loca- 
tion was desirable—near the heart 
of town, five blocks from the city 
hall. The location is also access- 
ible, being just one block off Sixth 
Street, which is one of the main 
streets through the city and is also 
U.S. Highway 17. The property

seemed to be especially advanta- 
geous for a church since it is bound 
on three sides by paved streets. 
This makes it, in reality, a short 
block. 

Still, there were questions to be 
answered. Could the property be 
bought? And if so, could it be 
bought at a price and terms that 
we could afford? We inquired and 
found that this desirable property 
could be bought, and at a price 
and terms that we could afford. It 
seemed to us that a new church 
starting out to do business for God 
ought to have the best of loca- 
tions, so $10,000 seemed to be a 
reasonable price. Many were sur- 
prised that it could be bought, and 
especially for church property. The 
down payment was agreed upon, 
and we set about tg raise it. Could 
26 members support a pastor, pay 
rent on a building in which to have 
services, and at the same time 


raise a down payment on this 
property we desired so much to 
have for God and His church? This 
is exactly what the Winter Haven 
Church of God did. In April, 1957,

we purchased the property. It was 
a great day in Zion! 

With the problems of our prop- 
erty purchase settled, we set about 
to tackle an even greater one—that 
of building God a house. Since it 
was to be His house, would He not 
help us? Of course He would, and 
upon that we relied many times 
before we were in the opening serv- 
ice in the first unit of the Winter 
Haven Church of God. 

The church received much in- 
valuable counsel from our good 
State Overseer. After much prayer 
and counselling, the church de- 
cided that the best plan would be 
to build a building that would 
serve as an auditorium and could 
be used for a small aduitorium and 
an educational building later. We 
would place this building almost in 
the center of our property. This 
would leave us, on one side, 70 
feet frontage by 145 feet depth for 
a main auditorium to be built at a 
later date. (The main auditorium 
will be positioned parallel to the 
small aduitorium.) This would also 
leave us room on the other side for 
a spacious parking lot. To comply 
with the city’s requirements, we 
secured a local architect to draw 
the plans for our first unit of our 
building program. 

On May 8, 1957, we poured the 
foundation for a 32’ by 80’ build- 
ing, with a 26’ by 30’ wing. The 
state board was a great help to 
us at this particular time, in that 
they gave us a liberal donation to 
help us get started on our building, 
for which we are deeply grateful. 
The church will always remember 
our State Overseer, Brother A. M. 
Phillips, for his help to us. The 
many ways that he helped us are 
too numerous to mention at this 
time. 

We were two months and nine- 
teen days building our church. 
With a small membership we were 
naturally limited in voluntary la- 
bor. With skilled laborers we were 
even more limited. However, the 
men of the church did all they 
could do in order to save as much 
as was possible. We did contract 
various phases of our building. 
This assured first class workman- 
ship, which we feel that we do 
have in our building, and helped us 
to get in our church sooner. 
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Our building is of masonry con- 
struction. The walls are plastered 
with buff coloring in the plaster. 
The roof, of white chipped marble, 
has a 20 year bond on it. Covering 
the concrete floor is asphalt tile, 
which has a tan background with 
terazzo design. This is in harmony 
with our walls. The rest room 
floors are terazzo. Fluorescent 
lights are placed flush with the 
acoustic tile ceiling. We have 18 
four light Miami Awning type 
windows placed double in our 32’ 
by 64’ auditorium. The window 
Sills are ceramic tile, and vestibule 
floor is tile. The church is heated 
with gas heaters. We are, at pres- 
ent, using metal chairs for seating. 

We have a 16’ by 20’ kitchen to 
the rear of our auditorium. This 
kitchen is completely equipped, 
even with a deep freeze. Nothing 
has been spared to make this the 
kitchen our ladies need to raise 
money for God and His cause. The 
L.W.W.B. has certainly used this 
kitchen; in one year they have 
raised over $5,000. Also to the rear 
of the auditorium is the pastor’s 
study and church office, which is 
12’ by 16’, appropriately equipped. 

The 26’ by 30’ wing, which is 
connected to our present building, 
houses our rest rooms, ladies’ 
lounge, and drinking fountain. The 
walk around the entire wing is un- 
der roof. These facilities will ac- 
commodate both the present build- 
ing and the main auditorium when 
it is built. 

We have, diagonally off the 
street, parking facilities across the 
entire front of the church prop- 
erty. At the side of the church we 
have a 45’ by 145’ parking lot. 
Across the back of the property 
is a black-topped drive which can 
be used for parking when needed. 

Since buying the original piece of 
property we have purchased a 
lovely lot which joins our property. 
This lot is 70’ by 110’, and we plan 
to erect a parsonage there in the 
future. 

Our entire church property and 
building is valued at $40,000. We 
feel, in the light of all circum- 
stances, that our indebtedness is 
not too great. Our Sunday School 
and L.W.W.B are taking care of 
the payments. 

God was in our midst while we 


were building even as He is now. 
His presence accomplished differ- 
ent things then, but He was just 
as real then, as now. Naturally, we 
were not able to see as many 
blessed at our altars as we do now. 
In one year our membership has 
grown from 5 to 50. Our Sunday 
School weekly attendance has av- 
eraged 65; the Y.P.E. weekly at- 
tendance average is 40. The weekly 
offerings in our Sunday School have 
averaged more than $20.00; Y.P.E. 
offerings, $8.00. These statistics in- 
clude the five months we did not 
have a church building to worship 
in. We are now having more in 
attendance and more in offerings 
than these figures we have just 
given. : 

We dedicated the Church to God 
on Sunday, September 1, 1957. Rev. 
A. M. Phillips preached the dedi- 
catory message. At this service we 
had more than 100 in attendance; 
our offering, more than $400.00, 
paid for our metal chairs. 

Our record Sunday School at- 
tendance is 113 and our record of- 
fering is $110.11. Our record Y.P.E. 
attendance is 82. The record in 
tithes for a month is $560.85. The 
church has averaged more than 
$375.00 in tithes per month for the 
year. 

Less than two months after go- 
ing into our new building we had 
a treat that few churches at our 
young age, or perhaps of any age, 
have had. The entire General Exec- 
utive Committee were in the State 
of Florida for our Evangelistic Cru- 
sade, and they, along with our 
State Overseer, came to Winter 
Haven and saw our new church. 
The General Overseer suggested 
that prayer be made at the altar 
for this local church. Having had 
prayer, they all signed our guest 
book. These are cherished memo- 
ries, and we are thankful. 

I am thankful for the Church of 
God. To have a State Overseer such 
as we have to work with is a privi- 
lege for which we are grateful. To 
be able to be the pastor of such a 
wonderful group of people which 
love God, His Church, and their 
fellow man is a pleasure for which 
I shall always thank God. God be 
praised for all that has been ac- 
complished for Him in one short 
year!

When the Spanish explorer Co- 
ronado came to what is now known 
as the State of New Mexico, it was 
in quest for gold.

Dedication of the Temple,” was 
very appropriate especially since 
the Sunday School lesson was on 
that same theme and we were to 
dedicate our new building. For the 
mission offering the different 
churches brought their gallon 
jars with pennies. The total mis- 
sions offering for this year was 
$237.49. Brother Hargrave then 
gave the financial report for all the 
17 churches in the territory. He 
mentioned that 12 years ago we 
did not have a single church for 
the Spanish-speaking people in the 
United States, but at we now 
own property exceeding $87,900.00. 

After he prayed the dedicatory 
prayer for the new building and 
thanked God for all His blessings, 
we all united in prayer and praise. 
He then closed the convention for 
the year 1958 with admonitions for 
continuing the work for God.

preaching of other men. A good singer can enjoy the 
singing of others. A good teacher can be taught by an- 
other teacher. Don’t try to pull a better man down to 
your level; lift your self to his level, which is the 
faster, safer, and more Christlike procedure. 


THIS IS WASH DAY 


There are some that never indulge in worldly 
Pleasures and never break the teachings of their 
church. They have lived in the Church so long that 
it is natural for them to abstain from these lusts of 
the flesh. Still, this abstinence is not a guarantee that 
you are in the high esteem of God and man. A filthy, 
foul spirit is as bad (yea or worse) than any sin of 
the flesh and is far more injurious to the Church. A 
vexatious spirit is one of the most obnoxious sins in 
the Babylonian category. 

“He that hath no rule over his own spirit is like a 
city that is broken down, and without walls,” Proverbs 
25:28. It is easier to erase an ugly spirit itself than it 
is to erase its terrible consequence. Just one flare-up 
of anger; one unchivalrous deed; one overbearing 
demand can destroy more than can ever be regained. 
The people remember too well. Yes, you may be very 
talented (“Oh, she sings all right, but...” “He is 
a good preacher, but .. .”) and able to do great things. 
However, you will find that sweet disposition is more 
desired than sweet singing. You will find that friend- 
liness and concern are more desired than your elo- 
quent preaching. 

It is necessary to keep a clean body, but perfect 
holiness is in clean bodies AND clean spirits. “Whose 
(wives) adorning let it not be that outward adorning 
of plaiting the hair, and of wearing of gold, or of 
putting on of apparel; but let it be the hidden man of 
THE HEART, in that which is not corruptible, even 
the ornament of a MEEK AND QUIET SPIRIT, which 
is in the sight of God of great price,” 1 Peter 3:3,4. 
From My Utmost for His Highest, by Oswald Cham- 
bers: “I have to cleanse myself from all filthiness of 
the flesh and spirit until BOTH are in accord with 
the nature of God. Is the mind of my spirit in per- 
fect agreement with the life of the Son of God in me 
... ? I have the responsibility of keeping my spirit 
in agreement with His Spirit, and by degrees Jesus 
lifts me up to where He lived—in perfect consecration 
to His Father’s will, paying no attention to any other 
thing. Am I perfecting this type of holiness in the 
fear of God? Is God getting His way with me, and 
are other people beginning to see God in my life 
more and more?” 

This is wash day. Don’t try to powder over or sugar- 
coat a hateful spirit—absterge it! Wash it away! If 
you keep it, it will kill you.
